Cabinet agrees IDF salaries 


subject to regular tax system

Not a single Cabinet Minister 
Suggested yesterday that salaries in 
the Israel Defence Forces should be 
subject to other income tax arrange- 
™ments than those applicable to the 
public at 

However, the feeling among some 
Ministers at yesterday's weekly 
Cabinet session was that perhaps 
after April 1976, IDF officers whose 
net salaries were adversely affected 
by the tax reform might qualify 
for increases in their gross salaries 
as compensation. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
Said that orders had been issued 
to the paymasters’ to 
fully implement the income tax re- 
form. He believed that the implica- 
tions for the IDF of various tax 


: Fegulations flowing from the Ben- 


Shahar reform merited a second 
study. However, Peres said he did 
not intend at the present juncture 
to appeal to the Cabinet to effect 
changes, since he was loth to im- 
pair the application of the reform 
throughout the entire economy. 

A first practical measure to scru- 
tinise the implications of the regula- 
tions (on such controversial issues 
as telephone and car allowances) 
was the establishment of a follow- 
up committee jointly with the Trea- 
sury. This committee has. already 
met several times, and would hold 
other seasions in the future. 

Peres said the issue of tax reform 
and IDF salaries was not a matter 
for public debate. Nor did anybody 
doubt that the IDF had to abstain 
from Interfering in arguments about 
the tax reform or similar topics. He 
was convinced, he said, that Air 
Force Chief Binyamin Peled had no 
intention of interfering in the tax 
issue when he announced that he 
would not use his official car.

Yitzhak Oked adds from Tel Aviv: 

The head of Harish, the large 
earth-moving syndicate, yesterday 
tried to defend earth-moving con- 
tractors against public criticism of 
exorbitant profits such contractors 
supposedly made in defence work. 

Harish director Avraham Mendler, 
sald the public should look at other 
contractors, since the Bar-Lev line, 
for example, which cost hundreds of 
millions of pounds, only involved 
some JIL5m. of earth-moving work.

ing contractors have lost money in 
work for the Defence Ministry. 

Mendler added that earth movers 
were subject to close scrutiny by 
the tax authorities, and paid taxes 
on every pound earned. They also 
suffered more than other contractors 
during and after the Yom Kippur 
War, with many of their machines 
being mobilized for “reserve duty” 
for lengthy periods, and returned 
to them in poor shape. 


Move to keep prices 
stable for 90 days

The Cabinet yesterday unani. 
mously backed a proposal by Minis- 
ter of Commerce and Industry Haim 
Bar-Lev to keep prices of vital goods 
and services stabie for 90 days after 
the latest devaluation and other 
economic measures anounced by the 
Government on September 28. 

The list of vital goods and ser. 
vices includes hundreds of items, 
from chocolates and sweets to work 
clothes and driving lessons. 

Requests for price increases in 
these items must be submitted to 
the price control commissioners of 


| Government ministries, who will al. 


low the rises only if they are caused 
by increased import prices result-. 
ing from the devaluation. 

The Cabinet also voted to freeze 
the prices of basic food commodi- 
ties, such as milk, sugar, rice, 
cooking oil and similar commodities. 

The Cabinet authorized the Com- 
merce and Industry Minister to is- 
sue emergency regulations to pre- 
vent hoarding of products the prices 
of which will be regulated and to 


prevent merchants from refusing to 
sell them. 

The ministerial economic commit- 
tee yesterday decided that Govern. 
ment ministries and other public- 
controlled bodies will not purchase 
goods and services from individuals 
who do not keep books according to 
the new income tax reform. 

Under the reform, some 80,000 
self-employed must keep books from 
October 1. The rest of the 150,000 
self-employed in the country must 
do so by April 1977. 

A self-employed person selling to 
the Government must file an author- 
ization by an auditor or the tax 
authorities verifying this. 

The committee also decided to fix 
maximum prices for earth-moving 
contracts, for which the Government 
will not pay higher prices. 

This decision applies also to ten- 
ders. If the cheapest price in a ten- 


der is higher than the maximum . 


price, the Government will pay only 
the maximum price. However, in 
special cases a committee of Gov. 
ernment officials can fix a different 
price,

In each 30-bag 
carton, they say, there are always 
Several bags missing. They receive 
the cartons at night, when they 
cannot count them to 566 that there 
are no bags missing. Tnuva manage- 
ment has promised to compensate 
then: but has not done so till now, 
they say. 

The distributors also complain 
they are working too hard. During 
the past few years they have been 
selling twice or three tlmes more 
goods, but have not been compensat- 
ed for the extra work. They go so 
far as to claim that they would 
agree to accpt more distributors in 
their area as partners goods distri- 
butors usually oppose violently. 

A Tnuva spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post the firm has not 
received any formal demands from 
the distributors. He explained they 
were Histadrut members, and should 
deal with complaints against the 
management through the Histadrut. 
The spokesman, Mordechai Hofste- 
ter, promised that if the distributors 
go out on a partial strike Tnuva 
management would see to it that 
the public is not left without milk 
or other dairy products. 

The Rehovot Labour Council will 
meet today to decide what stand 
to take on the dispute. 


‘Safad can’t heat homes 
unless fuel price is cut” 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
SAFAD. — Mayor Aharon Nahmias 
yesterday appealed to the Finance 
Minister to reduce the price of kero- 
sene for heating homes in the city 

during the winter. 

The recent price increase put an 
“unbearably high burden” on Safad 
families, who will have to spend 
L500 to IL800 a month each during 
the long, hard winter, he said. 

The mountain climate made heat- 
ing necessary six months of the 
year—a problem not experienced by 
residents of the regions to the south 
—he noted. Three years ago the late 
Pinhas Sapir, then Finance Minister, 
had promised to help Safad; and last 
year the Knesset Labour Committee 
had also promised help, but the 
problem has just been made worse, 
the Mayor added.

STILL MORE JOBS 
THAN JOB SEEKERS

The job market is holding up — 
at least for now — according to 
the statistics of the Labour Min- 
istry’s Employment Service. 

A check by The Jerusalem Post 
on Friday showed that preliminary 
figures for September list 16,919 
persons as having sought work 
through labour exi during 
the month, compared with 18,072 
during August. 

However, with industrial produc- 
tion having dropped by three per 
cent in the first half of this year 
(compared with the second half of 
1974), the number of employer-ap- 
Plications to the exchanges, for 
workers, has also declined. Here the 
comparative figures were 21,709 in 
September as against 28,406 in 
August. 

Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments were distributed to 492 per- 
sons last month, compared with 
514 in August.

Israel wastes 
energy, oil 
expert says 


BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — While 
nor-oil-producing countries have re- 
duced their annual expenditures on 
energy by T to 15 per cent, Israel 
has reduced hers by nothing, Ameri- 
ca's best-known oil consultant, Wal- 
ter Levy, said here yesterday. 

Levy was leaving for the U.S. 
after an 11-day visit here as the 
guest of Zvi Dinstein, energy adviser 
to the Government. 

He placed the blame for the waste 
of energy in this country on the in- 
clusion of fuel costs in the Cost- 
of-Living Index, There is no incentive 
to conserve fuel in this country, he 
stated, adding that “in other coun- 
tries, industry knows how to eco- 
nomize on fue} without reducing pro- 
duction, since raising the prices of 
products as a result of high fuel 
prices would only drive away custom- 
ers.” 
Levy has proposed the setting up 
of a central authority to coordinate 
the use of energy and the search 
for new sources, such as oil. 

Another suggestion is to set quotas 
for energy consumption, with ap- 
propriate fines for those who exceed 
their quotas. 

Levy pointed out that reducing 
fuel consumption by § to 10 per cent 
would save the country some $60m

Pilot study plan set for 


Jewish youth

The Jewish <Agency and the 
Education Ministry are bringing 
youngsters here to study for wix 
months to a year, under a pilot 
programme designed to strengthen 
Jewish awareness and ties with 
Israel of Diaspora youth. The Gov- 
ernment, through the Education 
Ministry, is taking an active inter- 
est in these efforts for the first 
time by paying all tuition fees — 
about IL3,000 for a full year. 

Most of the students involved 
come from the U.S.. but others 
come from Canada, Latin America, 
South Africa, Germany and Iran. 
Some are still] in their last years 
of high school; others have com- 
pleted high school but are inter- 
ested in spending a year abroad 
before entering college. 

The programme takes different 
forms for different organizations. 
The Reform Movement in the US. 
Places students with private fami- 
lies who have youngsters of the 
same age. The guests then attend 
high school together with their 
hosts’ children. A two-month sum- 
mr ulpam in Hebrew is ‘enough to 
enable them to follow classes in

Hebrew, the organizers say. 

Some 130 U.S. youngsters or- 
ganized by Young Judea study in 
special programmes developed for 
them here. Religious students 
mostly go to one of the Bnei Akiva 
yeshivot. Programmes for overseas 
students are also run att he schools 
in Givat Washington, Kfar Blum 
and Kfar Silver. 

The majority of the youngsters 
have enrolled for half-year pro- 
grammes. Many of those taking a 
full year get credit for it from their 
Hebrew day schools at home, 

Education Ministry officials say 
that, initially, IL750,000 has been 
allocated to the programme. It is 
hoped that the Jewish Agency will 
match this amount. (Although the 
Agency is in charge of over-all 
organization, the Education Ministry 
has to approve each educational 
programme here.) 

Ministry officials say the plan will 
be evaluated after one year, to see 
whether the expenditure of Govern- 
ment funds is worthwhile in terms 
of educational results. The initiative 
for paying tuition came from the 
ministry. The students, however, 
pay their fares ‘here and all Hving 
expenses,

Soltam was founded in 1951 by 
Koor — a Histadrut concern — and 
the Tammerfors Linen and Iron 
Manufacturing Company of 
Tampere, Finland. Today Koor's 
partner is Saigad, a European con- 
cern. 

Until 1957 Soltam produced only 
for the Israel Defence Forces. In the 
early 1950s there had not been much 
work to go around. So Soltam’s 
workers trudged daily into nearby 
fields with shovels, and planted 
potatoes.

“Well, there was no work but the 
company didn't want to lose the 
men,” Balla explained. Each worker 
later carried home his share of 
potatoes. 

Today, in addition to arms, Soltam 
manufactures half a million pots and 
pans a year under an agreement with 
Farberware of New York. Early 
next year the company intends to 
come out with a stencil duplicator. 

There are several advantages to 
this diversification of production, 
Balla explained. ere ay 

The arms industry is dependent on 
political and security situations.

effect it considerably. Moreover, “a 
change in war tactics can make 
weapons obsolete overnight,”" Balla 
said. ‘But that’s not the case with 
consumer goods. That's why you 
should trv to establish a reasonable 
ratio between the two," he added. 

There is another advantage. As 
workers grow old they find arms 
production too strenuous. They are 
then transferred into producing 
stainless steel kitchenware. But they 
are a reserve force for producing 
arms — in an emergency. 

During the Yom Kippur War, for 
example, the young workers on the 
arms production line were mobiliz- 
ed. The pots and pans producers, as 
well as pensioned workers who turn- 
ed up at the gates, manufactured the 
badly needed ammunition. However, 
the mobilization of key skilled 
workers hampered production. 

Quality Control 

Manufacturing arms enables 
Soltam to produce higher quality 
goods for civilian use, Balla said. 

“Standard controls for armaments 
are very high,"’ he explaned. '‘We in- 
vest a lot of manpower and equip- 
ment on inspection. You also train 
your workers accordingly. But in the 
same plant you can't train workers 
to have different standards for 
civilian and military hardware. 
Sometimes they evén work under the 
same roof," he said. 

Soltam employs 1,800 workers in- 
cluding 50 engineers. But for securi- 
ty reasons its management declined 
to reveal how many were engaged in 
civilian work and how many in 
producing arms. Nor would they say 
what their yearly turnover was. But 
they said they expected their exports

TEL AVIV.— 
A NUDNIK is a person who looks for 
a problem in every solution, accor- 
ding to Mr. Hugo Schwartz, a leading 
investor in Friction Materials Ltd. 
and Ceramic Casting. And by his 
own account, Mr. Hugo Schwartz isa 
nudnik. 

As a result, Ceramic Casting 
manufactures machines so free of 
“bugs it would seem 85 though 
thousands of the unit had already 
been built when in fact the machine 
being shipped to an overseas 
manufacturer may be the only one of 
its kind in the world. In short, he hag 
to look for the solution to a problem 
before the problem has even arisen. 

Schwartz explains: “In the field of 
industrial process machinery, we're 
quite unique since our whole ap- 
Proach is to produce a limited 
Tumber of machines which each 
solve a particular production 
problem. 

“Take the American manufac- 
turer who is slicing pieces from an 
aluminium profile. The slice has a 
burr on it which he has to deal with 
before he can use the slice. He could 
remove the burr by adding another 
step to his production line, but he 
Pperfers a machine that will cut and 
finish the burr at the same time. 
These are our customers." 

To put it another way, Ceramic 
Castings are custom machinery 
designers and, according to 
Schwartz, one of the few left in the 
world. To produce such a small 
quantity of specialized, custom- 
designed machinery involves a sub-

stantial investment — one which 
most firms are unwilling to make — 
as well as a considerable degree of 
engineering and industrial process- 
ing knowledge. With the help of a 
number of backers, Schwartz has 
made the investment. And even 
more important, Schwartz and his 
brother Edward have necessary ex- 
pertise, the result of some 25 years in 
the field. 

Besides industrial process 
machinery, Ceramic Casting 
produces precision castings (mainly 
for aeronautics and military 
applications), cutting and milling 
tools, and a line of cast aluminium 
pots and pans. 

Schwartz's pertinacity has ap- 
parently paid off. Production at 


Ceramic Casting, as well as at Fric- 

tlon Materials — producers of brake 

linings, clutch facings, disc brakes 

and brake blocks — has increased to 

such an extent that the firm is mov- 

ing out of its Tel Aviv headquarters 

to a 30,000 sq. metre plant in 

Dimona. The new plant, built at an” 
investment: of 1L140,000,000, will 

eventually employ 800. 

The chief advantage of the new 
plant is the space it offers, both for 
the production line and for a 3.5 
kUlometre test track, which provides 
controlled conditions for precise 
testing. The necessity for the track 
arose following Friction Materials 
development into a prime supplier of 
equipment for several leading car 
manufacturers. At the old Tel Aviv

site, the company conducted tests on 
the open road. 

Another advantage of relocating 
in a development area will be the 
pool of workers available in Dimona. 
In and around Tel Aviv. unskilled 
workers are almost impossfbie to 
find. Skilled workers. on the other 
hand, are available but almost im- 
possible to hold onto. Due to the 
nature of our tax system, Schwartz 
says, skilled workers find it more 


profitable to move from place to . 


place seeking higher wages with 
ever increasing amounts paid under 
the table. 

The move to Dimona, which is tak- 
ing place in stages over a period of a 
year, demands a considerable 
degree of involvement on Schwartz's 
part. But, he says, it is all but im- 
possible to invest in Israel without 
directly participating in the process. 

As to why this 15 so, Schwartz is 
quite outspoken. And as one who has 
lived and invested in Israel since 
1948, he speaks with some ex- 
perience. He points to the govern- 
ment loan he received for building in 
Dimona asa case in point. ‘‘When an 
industry like ours applies for a 70 per 
cent development loan, we have to 
go ‘hell,’ with each step of 
the way involving a vast maze of 
Government bureaucracy and 
arguments with an army of clerks 
who have seemingly been trained to seek 
out, not what is right, but what is wrong. 


Natural resource 


“One factor of the investor's los- 


ing. battles here is the government's 
seeming inability to understand that 
Israel's one natural resource is peo- 


- ple — with their inventiveness and 


their desire to work for a new coun- 
try. And it is precisely that resource 
which is so flagrantly wasted. 

“Someane with initiative spends τὸ 
per cent of his time here trying to 
counteract the objections of various 
government agencies and less than 
25 per cent doing what he has been 
trained to do — manage, think and 


Schwartz dismisses objections 
that such a degree of Government 
control is necessary since the finau- 
cial resources of the country are 50 
dimited. '‘Our national productivity 
4s about 50 per cent under its poten- 
tal. If we could bring productivity 
‘up to 70 per cent, this difference 
would yield a combination of savings

TEL AVIV, — 
ISRAEL'S METAL industries have 
not yet “organized themselves" for 
the threat — and the challenge — 
posed by competition frum Euro- 
pean manufacturers under the Com- 
mon Market agreement. It is im- 
perative that they co this as soon as 
possible, otherwise we will be in for a 
very rude shock. 
This is the assessmeuat of Mr. 


Yitzhak Weiman, one of the ἢ 


organizers of ‘‘Ismetal 75,”’ which is 
Israel's third metal week. Originally 
scheduled for last year, it was post- 


poned due to dislocations caused by 


the Yom Kippur War. 

Weiman, who is the managi 
director of America-Israel Blades 
Ltd. — which exports the greater 
part of its goods — notes that Israel's 
agreement with the Common Market 
gives this country a very decided ad- 
vantage — at first. 

Within the next two years Com- 
mon Market tariffs on Israeli metal 
imports will drop to nothing — 
“and this will encourage Israelis to 
export, but not to put thelr own 
houses in order. ᾿ 

“But conversely, we will have to 
drop our own tariff barriers gradual- 
ly till 1985. We are deluding 
ourselves that ten years is a long 
time off; it is not, and moreover, due 
to the gradual drop, the effects will 
be felt in a few years, not in ten."" 

What, then, should the Israeli 
metal industries, which employ one- 
hundred-thousand persons, do? 

Initially, says Weiman, ‘‘merge 
and/or grow."’ The average Israeti 
industry here employs ΤΡ to 80 per- 
sons; a medium size one in Europe 
employs 500. To compete with a 
European factory means simply that 


an Israeli one must be of a com-— 


parative size. 

“IT can name five fields of 
manufacture which will disappear 
here if they don't merge, or grow 
rapidly in size.” he says, listing 
stoves, refrigerators, washing 
machines, deep freezers, and air 
conditioners as these items.

d Frown rate, Weiman 
points out that a number of other 
things need to be remedied if a 
successful European “invasion” is 


-to be warded off or at least con- 


trolled. 

Firstly, Israeli government 
bureaucracy must be reduced to an 
absolute minimum, thus enabling 
Israeli manufacturers and 
businessmen to reduce costs, im- 
prove managerial efficiency, and 
give the producers a flexibility they 
lack now. 

Secondly, Israel must put its own 
internal communications system in 
order. “For example, it is much

easier for me to place a phone call to - 


New York, to Frankturt,. or to 
Amsterdam, than it is to-Dimona, 
Beersheba or Carmiel. This 15. ἃ

Thirdly, there must not only be a 


free flow of raw materials to Israel, 
but also considerable stockpiles of 
such raw materials so that produc- 
tion can continue regardless of 2 
strike in the ports, either here or 
abroad. ᾿ ἢ 

Moreover, it is imperative that 
“we set up central warehouses in 
Europe. This will allow us to deliver 
-goods ‘on call.' That is to say, if a 
wholesaler in Paris wants a specific 
item, it will be on the-train to him 
within hours. If -we have to deliver 
from Israel, we must pack the goods 
and transport them to the port; then 
ship them; then unload them in 
Europe and then ship by rall. This 
takes a long time, and few 
wholesalers are willing to wait long 
weeks, or more, for their orders, if 
they can get them from our com- 
petitors within 24 or 48 hours.” 
(Although Mr. Weiman saya no sites 
have yet been selected, he believes 
the best ones will be in Cologne, for 
centra] Europe; and in Amsterdam, 
for the north.) . 

In addition, transport costs 
between Israel and Zurope must be 
sharply reduced.

‘leapfrogging’ 
telephone system

PETAH TIKVA. — A ‘‘leap- 
frogging”’ telephone syatem, design- 
ed for developing countries, has been 
designed by Tadiran. It recently 
went on display at the ‘‘Telcom 75" 
exhibitions in Geneva. 

Mr. A.B, Leshem, vice-president 
of Tadiran (marketing and inter- 
nationa] operations}, said before 
leaving for Geneva that one of the 
“most baffling problems facing 
many emerging in countries 
is the fact that enlarging their 
telephone systems is dependent on 
stringing actual telephone wires for 
huge distances to outlying areas." 

Tadiran has designed a 
“telephone unit'* which can handle 
up to 400 subscribers, and will be 
flown (preferably by helicopter) to 
the outlying area. Here it will be in- 
stalled in a mine or plant or any 
other site, with the 400 subscribers 
receiving telephones by the usual 
system of stringing telephone wires 
to their homes. 

However, the telephone exchange 
itself will be connected by radio to 
the metropolitan area, and thus any 


Subscriber in the outlying area can 
dial any other place in the country 
within a few minutes after his 
telephone Is installed — despite the 
lack of wires to the settlement. 
Moreover, Mr. Leshem noted. 
such “‘telephone units" can be in- 
stalled at various outlying places, 
and each one can be connected (by 
radio telephone) to each other: 

“This will allow a developing 
country to develop ita telephone 
system in a leapfrogging fashion — 
‘not stringing wires systematically, 
but setting up telephone units where 
they are most needed, no matter how 
far from the metropolitan area." 

He noted that the 400-line unit 
could be joined to snother 400-line 
unit, and additional units could be 
added at any time. 

The entire project, which is called 
“rural telecommunication system,” 
is also based on the “replacement” 
method of repair: if a breaks 
down, no attempt is made to fix it in 
the field, but an entire new element 
is simply plugged in. 

“This will keep the number of 
skilled men needed to run the system 
down to an absolute minimum," he 
sald.

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OPEC PRICE RISE SPELLS 


DEFEAT FOR U.S. POLICY

i Jerusalem Fost Economic Editor 
ISRAELIS HAVE BEEN too preoc- 
cupied with the new fiscal measures 
to devote as much attention as they 
should to the 10 per cent ofl price rise 
decided on by OPEC, which will 
have an important bearing on the 
economy the world over. it will in- 
crease our oil bill by about $60m. a 
year (on top of the $200m. we are 
about to lose on withdrawing from 
Abu Rodeis). The oil exporters’ 
aggregate revenue wil) rise by, 
perhaps, $10b. In addition, the price 
hike is Hkely to have political reper- 
cussions. 

Commentators in Western coun- 
tries are to minimize the 
significance of the OPEC decision. 
They point out that it was taken only 
after a long and acrimonious debate, 
which exposed the differing interests 
of OPEC members, and interpret 
this as an indication of the cartel's 
weakness. They also represent the 
decision as a victory for the 
moderate wing, since the radicals 
wanted a much bigger price hike. 
But the fact is that OPEC has not 
broken down and that even the 10 per 
cent rise was an unpleasant surprise 
for the West. In particular it spelled 
ἃ defeat for American diplomacy, 
which has been banking heavily on 
an understanding with Saudi 
Arabia, in an attempt to assemble a 
bloc of conservative Arab states as a 
counterweight to Soviet influence in 
the Middle East. 

The strategy masterminded by the 
U.S. Secretary of State envisages an 
informal alliance between the Arab 
oil producers and the capitalist coun- 
tries aimed at jointly checking 
Soviet expansion. Far from sending 
the Marines to occupy the oil-sites, 
the U.S. would help to arm the present 
Arab governments, and back them 
against Communist encroachment. 
But in order to keep the alliance 
alive, the Arabs would refrain from 
further upping the price of oi! — 
perhaps even agree to a moderate 
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price cut -- in order to ease the 
strain on Western economies. On the 
other hand, the rich oil using coun- 
tries would guarantee the Arabs 
against an eventual decline in the 
price of ofl below a certain limit in 
the event of 2 new petroleum glut or 
a rapid advance of alternative 
energy sources. (Egypt, though not a 
member of OPEC, is also included iu 
the grand design due to its size and 
strategic importance.) ae 

The basic idea of this grand design 
is Dr. Kissinger's general assump- 
ion that any regime’s major con- 
cern is to preserve itself, and that 
every government would go to very 
great lengths to secure this. From 
the economic point of view, neither 
Saudi Arabia nor the Gulf states 
have any reason to resist higher oil 
prices. In the short run, they would 
have more revenue than they can 
spend on the most lavish projects 
even if the higher price causes a 
drop in oi] consumption. In the long 
run, they are likely to benefit most 
from a higher price because they 
have the amplest oil reserves, and 
expect to be still in full production 
when the resources of other coun- 
tries — such as Iran or Venezuela — 
are depleted. 


An evaluation worked out by Stan- 
ford University has advised the 
Saudi government that their huge 
development programme can he 
paid for without drawing on cash 
reserves even if their production 
falls from the current 7m. barrels 
daily to 3m. barrels, and that a 
doubling of the pre-hike oil price 
would less than halve their sales, i.e., 
it would increase their revenue. 
However — the American diplomats 
argue — economic benefits ought to 
give way to political considerations, 
and the oll price should not be raised 
beyond what the capitalist 
economies can bear, because a crisis 
in the West could bring in its wake 
the collapse of the Arab autocratic 


regimes.

In point of fact, Sheikh Yamani, 
the Saudi oil chief, staunchly op- 
the price hike, and was backed 


both by Sheikh Otaiba of the United. 


Areb Emirates, and by Kuwait. 
They had on their side not only the 
political argument, but also the pre- 
sent surfeit of the world oil market, 
coupled with the accumulation of ex- 
cessive coal stocks in Europe. 
Nevertheless they failed, and Dr. 
Kissinger's doctrine was punctured, 
as OPEC was swayed by 
predominantly economic con- 
sideratons. 


IN THE FIRT PLACE, misgivings 
about the possible effects of a price 
hike on oil demand could be brushed 
aside by statistics showing how little 
the five-fold increase in the price of 
crude oil has affected oil consump- 
tion todate. Though there has been 
much talk about fuel conservation, 
and about replacing of] by other 
fuels, the practical reguit has been in 
the main that world oil consumption 
has ceased to expand, but acarcely 
declined. And even this must he 
largely attributed to the current 
world recession. Should the economy 
recover — as is forecast for the near 
future — of] consumption is also 
bound to increase, irrespective of its 
price. 

Secondly, the need to obtain a 
guarantee against a possible price 
drop could be disregarded as it 
became increasingly obvious that 
such a development would also run 
counter to very strong interests in 
the industrial countries, which would 
therefore do thelr best to prevent it 
from going too far, The international 
oil companies, which gained a for- 
tune in the wake of the price rise, 
would lose huge amounts with even a 
moderate decline affecting their 
stocks estimated at §25b. for OPEC 
oil alone. Moreover, cheaper crude 
would jeopardize most of the am- 
bitious off-shore ofl development 
Projects in the North Sea, Canada, 
and the U.S. The marginal cost of 
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developing new oil sources in the 
U.S. averages between $12 and $14 
per barre]. The eventual cost of 
British and Norwegian oil is ex- 
pected to be not’ much less. The 
resultant high price of energy may 
therefore strain the world economy, 
but It is likely to be maintained 
nevertheless. Indeed, the Shah may 
well be right in pleading that the 
current oi] price is still too low. 

Last, but not least, oil exporters 
cannot help being worried by grow- 
ing world inflation, which affects not 
only their current accounts, but also 
their liquid balances. Between the 
first quarters of 1974 and 1978, export 
prices of the OECD countries went 
up (in dollar terms) over 22 per cent. 
Since then, part of this rige has been 
offset by the appreciation of the 
dollar (in which most of the oil prices 
are still quoted), but this cannot go 
very far.

Furthermore, the problem cannot 
be solved even by Unking the oil 
price to some export price index, 
because about half of the OPEC ofl 
revenue is not spent on purchases, 
but accumulated. For a while, these 
spare funds were expected to be 
gradually recycled, i.e., put to 
productive use in the world 
economy. However, it turned out 
that opposition te Arab take-overs of 
important assets in the Western 
countries was stro: than had 
been presumed. In spite of talk about 
“partnership” and “red carpet for 
foreign capital,"" genuine in- 
vestments have so far accounted for 
only a small fraction of OPEC funds. 
Recent computations put them at 
$4b. out of aggregate $22.5b. in the 
first half of 1974; at $4.4b. out of 
$33.7b. in the second half; and at 
$2.6b. out of $16.7b. in the first half of 
1975. 


Even assuming that these figures 
underestimate actual acquisitions, 
the OPEC states will by the end of 
1975 hold about $75b. in bank 
deposits, loans, bills, and other more 
or lesa liquid asseta, all of which may 
lose in value if inflation gets out of 
hand. Of course, these funds have 
enabled many countries to borrow on 
a huge scale, and thus to plug the 
gaps in their payment balances. But 
as time goes on, and these funds of 
hot money grow both in size and in 
prominence, the oil exporters will 
become increasingly reluctant to 
proceed that way without some 
spectal incentive. 


OPEC’S REBUFYF to the American 
strategy has been the more 
pronounced, since Dr. Kissinger did 
his best to prevent it. He did not rely 
solely on his understanding with 
Saudi Arabia, but accompanied it 
with threats to cooperate with other 
nations breaking the 011] cartel if 
the price were raised unilaterally. 
He also tried to weaken OPEC's in- 
ternational standing by coming to 
terms with the bloc of un- 
derdeveloped countries. A few 
.months ego he dropped the U.8. ob- 
jection to Algerian demands that in- 
ternational talks concerning oil 
should embrace all commodities, in- 
cluding food. Then, at the UN Special 
Session, a major politica] confronta- 
tion with the Third World was avoid- 
ed when Kissinger reversed the U.S. 
policy, and proposed a plan to 
stabilise the commodity export ear- 
nings of the poor nations. Lastly, the 
U.S, agreed to allocate to the poorest 
nations part of the gaing stemming 
from the recently agreed apprecia- 
tion of monetary gold reserves. 
However, none of these moves could 
prevail over the self-interest of the 
oil cartel. 

What consequences this snub will 
have, it is still too early to aay. The 
higher oil price will doubtless im- 
pede current efforts to engineer an 
economic recovery. It will strain the 
foreign accounts of most countries 
and add fuel to inflationary 
pressures. The problem of recycling 
will become even more intractable. 
The chances of an Ameriecan-Arab 
anti-Soviet alliance are likely to be 


dimmed. But it is not yet clear how’ 


this will affect world politics, in par- 
ticular what stance will be adopted 
by the ERC bloc, and by the rest of 
America's allies.

Exhilarating 
evening 


of Bach 


BACH fills a hall any time with large 
audiences including many young 
listeners. This happened with the 
Israel] Chamber Ensemble under 
Mendi Rodan (last Sunday at the 
Jerusalem Theatre and also in Tel 
Aviv) and again with the all- 
Bach programme at the Targ Music 
Centre, Ein Karem (Sept. 29), 
presented by Simha Heled, cello, and 
Yonathan Zak, piano. 

They presented the three 
“Sonatas for clavier and viola da 
gamba” tin ὦ, Ὁ, and G minor) in 
well-thought-out performances, in 
perfect collaboration and dynamic 
balance, bringing out the polyphonic 
structures in clear lines and giving 
the rich musical content its full 
weight. It was quite an exhilarating 
evening. further enhanced by 
Yonathan Zak's interpretation of the 
master's fifth Partita, which he per- 
formed with elegant fluency and 
beautifully controlled dynamics. 
Simha Heled has considerably toned 
down his earlier aggressiveness and 
ebullience, and can be seen today as 
a chamber musician of style and 
perception. © 

The “Variations on a Theme" 
Series of the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra presented at its first con- 
cert ‘‘Psalms" by Rossi, Schuetz, 
Foss, Bloch, Orgad and 
Mendelssohn. Only part of this 
programme was broadcast on Tues- 
Gay night (concerts at the Theatre 
start at 8.30 p.m., but the air is free 
for musie only after the nine o'clock 
News). So I missed the works by 
Rossi and by Schuetz. 

‘The Mendelssohn Psalm is an in- 
significant composition, in which 
some soloists contributed a -few 
notes, Roslyn Barak satisfyingly so, 
Victor Schwartz and Dov Greiner far 
less. Lydia Mordkovitz performed 
Bloch's ‘"Nigun'’ with appropriate 
sentiment and good phrasing; Lucin- 
da Lewis was the proficient soloist in 
Benzion Orgad's ‘‘Music for 
Orchestra with Solo Horn," of which 
the second movement with its 
prayer-like atmosphere was played. 
Though written in 1960, it already 
shows Orgad'‘s style and musical 
language, formed and firmly based 
on Jewish tradition. Lucas Foss’ 
Psalms for Choir and Orchestra is 
also an earlier piece: it was com- 
posed in 1955/6 for an American oc- 
casion. At that period Foss was still 
satisfied to work with commonly 
accepted techniques and means and, 
though showing the strong influence 
of other composers, he wrote a well- 
sounding piece with a certain in- 
terest even if it did not provide a 
rousing climax to a somewhat 
anaemic programme. 
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MITSUBISHI Heavy Industries Lid.

TWO YEARS AGO this afternoon (it was Yom Kippur on the 
Jewish calendar) and Syria launched against Israel 
what Syrian President Hafez Assad described as “the battle 
of dignity and honour” and what Egypt's Moslem religious 
chief deciared was a “holy war... to liberate Moslem territories 
from Zionist aggressors.” 

They launched the war six hours after the Israel Government 
(as Mrs. Golda Meir reminds us in the latest instalment of her 
memoirs on this page) had decided not to make a pre-emptive 
strike that would have hampered the Arab attack — a decision 
which the Arabs knew of because we had so advised friendly 
governments and had asked them to tell the Egyptians and 
Syrians of our intentions. . 

We decided not to strike because we calculated that any 
immediate military gains would be more than offset by both 
immediate and,long-range losses in the diplomatic arena, and 
also for fear that even nations who would have understood 
the need and justice of our striking first would not be able 
to tolerate a repetition of the events of June, 1967. For the 
Arabs and their Communist Bloc and “Third World”: allies 
were already applying heavy pressure, including what has 
come to be known as oil extortion, and threatening further 
pressures. F 

As a result of what proved to be the erroneous assessmen 
of Arab military moves by our and the U.S. intelligence com- 
munities, we had not adequately deployed our ground forces 
before October 6 and had delayed calling up the reserves. 
Consequently, it took us more hours than we had become 
accustomed to to halt the Arab advances and more days than we 
anticipated to drive the front lines deep into enemy territory. 
But by the time the cease-fire took effect and a smiling Henry 
Kissinger arrived at Lod Airport 16 days later, Israel had won 
what was by the account of military experts throughout the 
world, one of the most stunning military victories in history. 

But because of the conditions under which the war had 
begun; because of the large toll of dead in the 18 days of 
fighting; and because our decision not to strike first does not 
seem to have gained us any visible favour in the international 
arena in the two years that have followed the Yom Kippur 
War, we seem to have forgotten this. We have forgotten that 
we rallied in a brilliant military and civilian effort and won 
that war; forgotten that we did not start it; forgotten that 
it was not our “occupation” of “Moslem territories” that caused 
that war. We have also forgotten that we were not “occupying” 
Egyptian, Syrian or Jordanien territories when they launched 
against us the 1967 war, which resulted in the cease-fire lines 
over which the 1973 war was ostensibly launched. 

Some — too many — of us even seem to have forgotten 
that what is at issue to begin with is not territories and 
borders, but the Jewish people’s natural right to live its own 
free and sovereign life in its homeland. If it were only a 
matter of territories and borders, and even of the much vaun- 
ted “rights of the Palestinians,” our adversaries here have had 
more opportunity than they had a right to expect to: settle 
those problems with us. Opportunities have arisen time and 
again since the 1922 White Paper which handed 80 per cent 
of Mandatory Palestine over to the ‘Arabs, through the 1947 
United Nations Partition Plan banding them even more, and 
through the 1949-1967 armistice situation and since. 

Today, most of that is history. A new chapter of Middle 
East history opened yesterday evening with the arrival of the 
American technicians at Ras Sudar as the “interim agreement” 
began to take effect. 

The length and the contents of this interim accord and what 
will follow it will depend, of course, on the intentions of all 
concerned: Israel, whose intentions for lasting peace are clear 
to all who wish to see them; her neighbours, whose intentions 
in this respect are, to say the least, far less clear; the Powers, 
who will seek to impose on all of us whatever seems to serve 
their aims. 

Israel does uct have the military, material or political might 
to single-hdndedly direct events. But we can determine the 
extn. Uf the pressures that will be put on us by the way we 
react to them. And our reaction to them will be determined 
‘by the extent to which we know what we are doing here and 
by a deep awareness of the justice of what we are doing. And 
we really don’t have too much in our 27-year history to be 
ashamed of — not in absolute terms, and certainly not relative 
to what most of the world around us has been doing.

‘No’ to a pre-emptive strike — 


BY EIGHT O'CLOCK on 
the morning of Yom Kippur, 
the meeting at my office 
began. Dayan and Dado differed 
as to the scale of the call-up. The 
Chief-of-Staff recommended the 
mobilisation of the entire air 
force and four divisions, and 
said that If they were called up. 
at once they could go into action 
the next day, that is, Sunday. 

Dayan, on the other hand, was 
in favour of calling up the air 
force and only two divisions (one 
for the North and one for the 
South) and he argued that if we 
‘had a full mobilisation before δ. 
single shot was fired the world 
would have an excuse for calling 
us the ‘ essora."" 

“My God," I thought, “I have 
to decide which of them is 
right?"* But what I said was that 
I had only one criterion: if there 
really was a war, then we had to 
be in the very best position possi- 
ble. The call-up should be as 
Dado suggested. But, of course, 
it was the one day of the year 
that even our legendary ability 
to mobilise rapidly partly failed 


us. : 

Dado was in favour of a pre- 
emptive strike since it was clear 
war was inevitable in any case. 
“Our air force can be ready to 
strike at noon,’ he said, ‘but 
you must give me the green light 
now. if we can make that first 
strike, it will be greatly to our 
-advantage.'’ 

But I had already made up my 
‘mind. ‘“‘Dado,"’ I said, “I know 
ali the arguments in favour of a. 
pre-emptive strike, but I am 
against it. We don’t know now, 
any of us, what the future will 
hold, but there is always the 
possibility that we shall need 
help, and if we strike first, we 
shail get nothing from anyone. 
With a heavy heart I am going to 
say no.” . 

Then Dayan and Dado went to 
their offices, and I told Simcha 
Dinitz (now our Ambassador to 
Washington, who happened to be 
in Israel that week) to fly back to 
the States immediately. I also 
asked for a Cabinet meeting for 
noon and called the then United 
States Ambassador, Kenneth 
Keating, and asked him to come 
and see me. 

I told him two things: that ac- 
cording to our intelligence, the. 
attacks would start late in the 
afternoon and that we would not 
Strike first. Maybe something 
could still be done to avert the 
war by United States intervention 
with the Russians or maybe even 
directly with the Syrians and the 
Egyptians. At all events, we 
would not make a pre-emptive 
strike. 

When the Cabinet met at noon, 
it heard a full description of the 
situation, including the decision- 
40 mobilise the reserves and also 
my decision regarding a pre-. 
emptive strike. Nobody raised

to allow Israel to gain the advantage by 
making the first strike.. “With a heavy 
heart, I am going to say no,” she told 
Chief of Staff David Elazar. “There is 


any objections whatsoever. 
Then, w! we were meeting, 
my military secretary burst into 
the room with the news that the 
shooting had started, and almost 
at once we heard the wailing of 
the first air-raid sirens in Tel! 
Aviv. The war had begun. 

Not only had we not been 
warned in time, we were fighting 
on two fronts simultaneously 
and fighting enemies who had 
been preparing themselves for 
years to attack us. We were 
overwhelmingly outnumbered — 
in guns, tanks, planes and men 
— and were at a severe psy- 
chological disadvantage. The 
shock wasn't only over the way 
in which the war had started, but 
also the fact that a number of 
our basic assumptions were 
proven wrong. 

The circumstances could not 
possibly have been worse. In the 
first two or three days of the war 
only a thin line of brave young 
men stood between us and dis- 
aster, _ Mare + te 

What those days were like for 
me I shall not even try to 
describe. It 15 enough, I think, to 
say that I couldn't even cry 
when I was alone. But I was very 
rarely alone. I stayed in the of- 
fice most of the time. There were 
meetings all though the day and 
ali through the night, incessantly 
interrupted by phone calls from 
Washington and bad news from 
the front. 

I shall never forget the day 
when I listened to the most 


pessimistic prediction I had yet 
heard. 


On the afternoon of October 7, 
Dayan returned from one of his 
tours of the front and asked to 
see me at once. He told me that 
in his opinion the situation in the 
South was so bad that we should 
pull back substantially and es- 
tablish a new defensive line. 

I listened to him in horror. 
Allon, Galili and my military 
secretary were in the room. 


Then I asked Dado to come in 


too. He had another suggestion 
— that we should go on with the 
offensive in the South. He asked 
if he could go to the southern 
front to supervise things himself 
and for permission to make 
whatever decisions might have 
to be made on the spot. Dayan 
pgreed and Dado left. 

That night I called a Cabinet 
meeting and got the Ministers’ 
approval for us to launch a 
counter-attack against’ the. 
Egyptians on October 8. When I

even for the cost of the petrol — but 
we did prevail upon him to spend the 
night with us and to join us for Rosh 
Hashana dinner the following week.

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was alone in the room, I closed 
my eyés and sat perfectly still 
for a minute.

By Wednesday, the fifth day of 
the war, we had pushed the 
Syrians back acrosa the 1967 
ceasefire line and begun our at- 
tack into Syria, while in Sinai the 
situation was sufficiently static 
for the Cabinet to consider our 
crossing of the Canal. But what 


if our troops crossed and then - 


We needed those 
arms really desperately, and, in

I talked to Dinitz in 
Washington at all hours of the 
day and the night.

Tank battle 

On Wednesday he phoned me 
from Sinai. It was right after a 
colossal tank battle in which our 
forces had smashed the Egyp- 
tian armoured advance. He has 
a slow, very deliberate way of 
speaking and when I heard him 
say, “G-o-l-d-a, it will be, all 
right. We are back to being 
ourselves and they are back to 
being themselves,’’ I knew that 
the tide had turned, though there 
were still bloody battles ahead in 
which hundreds of young men, 
and older ones, too, lost their 
lives. " : 

Tt was not for nothing that peo- 
ple bitterly suggested later that 
this war should be known not as 
the Yom Kippur War but as the 
War of the Fathers and Sons, for 
all too often they fought side by 
side on both fronts. .
